Special License Issued to Cover Ship- 
ments to Troops Abroad. 

According to an announcement by the 
War Trado Board a special license has 
been issued covering shipments made by 
persons in the United States to, and for 
the personal use of, individuals serving 
in the United States Army or Navy or 
the American Red Cross abroad. 

This license does not permit shipments 
by persons in this country to American 
prisoners of war, but has been issued to 
facilitate small personal shipments to 
soldiers and sailors nnd Red Cross work- 
ers by doing away with fhe necessity of 
securing an individual export license in 
each case. Shipments by mail under this 
license must be made in accordance with 
the regulations of the Post Ollicel De- 
partment. If it becomes necessary later 
to limit this license to certain specified 
commodities notice will be given through 
the press.

Go Duty Free. 
Packages containing dutiable gifts 
sent to members of the Expeditionary 
Forces temporarily serving in England 
will be deliverd free of duty, provided 
the contents are bona fide gifts, the 
quantity is not beyond the personal 
requirements of the addresse, and that 
the parcels are addressed for delivery 
to the regimental address of the reci- 
pient. 

Signal Corps School for Aerial Photo- 
graphy Opened at Rochester, N. Y. 
In the new school opened at Roches- 
ter, N. Y., to train photographers for 
the Signal Corps, the primary training 
will cover four weeks along highly spec- 
ialized developments brought out in the 
war. At its close the successful grad- 
uates will be sent on for a month's ad- 
vanced training, after which they will be 
organized into" units and sent overseas.

Dear Mother: 

I am writing you a few lines to let 
you kno'w I am well, I don't think you 
would know me now, I certainly have 
put on weight over here, in fact all the 
boys have. We have gone through 
quite a lot of hardships, but I guess 
being out in all kinds of weather has 
hardened us all up. 

Well mother I think you will be sur- 
prised to receive a letter from the 
trenches, we have been in a month now, 
and at present am in a rest camp, be- 
hind the lines, if you could see the 
places we live in it would remind you 
of the cave dwellers. We are in dugouts 
where there is room for fourteen, our 
beds consist of n wire frame with a 
little straw thrown in; well just the 
same we think more of that old bunk 
than a feather bed in Copley Plaza.

Well ma, if John knows what a sev- 
enty-five centermeter shell is, the boches 
drop about two hundred daily over on 
us.

IMPORTANT CHANGE OF POLICY IN 
MOUNT HERMON SCHOOL 
Mount Hermon School, the famous 
Boy's School, established vy Dwight L. 
Moody in Nbrthfield, Mass., has been, on 
account of the war, obliged to make a 
very important change in its policy for 
the time being, with regard to the ad- 
mission of students. Hitherto the aver- 
age of the students has been twenty, 
the college age, and the minimum age 
at which boys would be received, six- 
teen. The war is drawing so heavily on 
the older boys that it has been decided 
to open to boys under sixteen all the 
advantages which the school offers in 
prepartion for college, its opportunities 
for Bible study, its highly equipped 
agricultural department and its labora- 
tories. 

The School has had, in its nearly forty 
years of existence a history of constant 
expansion both in equipment and in the 
number of students. Over 9,000 boys, 
chiefly from the country towns and vil- 
lages of New York and New England 
Wiave been enrolled. ifearly 1,000, in- 
cluding students in attendance during 
the past year have entered some branch 
of war service, and as result the school 
is seriously feeling the effects. For the 
first time there are empty domitory 
rooms and the usual enrollment of 550 
has been reduced to 437. 

Principal . Henry F. Cutler, in his re- 
cent report to the trustees, sets forth 
the purpose and the place of Mount 
Hermon under the present circum- 
stances: "We are determined to do the 
very best we can for these boys who 
have come to us. It is their chance for 
an education. It is our chance to help 
them The action of the government in 
making the age of liability for military 
service twenty-one to thirty-one is in 
itself an indication that the government 
believes it cannot use men below that 
age to the best advantage It is the ex- 
pressed advice of the President of the 
United States, and Secretary of War 
Baker, and Commissioner of Education 
Claxton, that the years before twenty- 
one should be used for education and 
that young men below the conscription 
age, and also that those not drafted, 
may well dedicate themselves to the 
service of their country.

IS A BIG PROBLEM 



Secretary of Agriculture Points 
Out City's Part in Food 
Production. 



CITIZENS MUST HELP OUT 



If Soldiers Are Willing to Risk Their 
Lives Civilians Can Well Afford to 
Spare Time to Serve In Har- 
vest Field. 

By DAVID F. HOUSTON, 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

Washington. — Some time ago I Is- 
sued a statement concerning the farm- 
labor problem. It was pointed out that 
there will be farm labor difficulties to 
overcome this year as last and that In 
certain sections, especially In the 
neighborhood of large Industrial cen- 
ters, the difficulties will be acute. The 
lines of effort were Indlcnted along 
which the departments of agriculture 
and labor, through representatives In 
various states co-operating with the 
agricultural colleges and other agen- 
cies, are working to furnish assistance. 
Briefly stated, these agencies are doing 
the following things: (a) making a 
survey of the farm-labor situation In 
each community with a view to discov- 
er possible surpluses of labor, In order 
to be ready to assist In furnishing la- 
bor wherever It Is needed ; (b) assist- 
ing again In shifting labor from com- 
munity to community and from state to 
state, as In past years; (c) promoting 
fuller co-operation among farmers In 
the same community; (d) making 
available, so far as possible, high- 
school boys In rural districts who have 
had experience In fanning and who nre 
not normally regularly or fully em- 
ployed In farming operations; (e) mak- 
ing every effort to see that there Is no 
obstacle In the way of the production 
of a larger supply of farm machinery 
and Its fuller use as a supplement to 
hand labor. 

National Army May Help. 

Last year, In spite of all the difficul- 
ties, the farmers planted the largest 
acreages In the history of the nation, 
harvested record crops of most Impor- 
tant things except wheat, and suc- 
ceeded In greatly Increasing the num- 
ber of live stock. Since last year 
skilled farm labor has been given de- 
ferred classification and the secretary 
of war has risked for power to furlough 
soldiers of the National army If their 
training permits, so thnt they may re- 
turn -to ViA^fn nujinij assist* Jt Js 

believed tlnTt the Tnrmers of the na- 
tion can. by effective organization and 
co-operatlou, with such usslstance as 
can be furnished, again overcome la- 
bor difficulties and produce large quan- 
tities of foods, feedstuffs and live 
stock. 

There Is an opportunity now for ur- 
ban people sympathetically and con- 
constructlvely to study the fnrm-lahor 
situation and to render assistance. In 
many towns and cities there are men 
who have had .farming experience, who 
are nblebodled. and who would doubt- 
less be willing to serve the nation In 
the field of agriculture at this time. 
Especially for the seasonal strains of 
planting, cultivating and harvesting. It 
will not be too much to ask such men 
to aid the farmers In the necessary un- 
dertaking of maintaining and. If pos- 
sible, supplementing, the food supply 
In order to feed the armies and to sus- 
tain the civilian population behind 
them. 

Civilians Should Help. 

If soldiers are willing to serve In 
the trenches, to dig ditches, build rail- 
roads and risk their lives, many civil- 
ians can well afford to spare a port 
of their time to serve In the furrows 
and In the harvest fields. If It appears 
that the farmers of a community or 
region are not able to secure the nec- 
essary labor hy the usual methods, 
then the leaders In the town or clly 
Immediately dependent upon that re- 
gion should organize, establish touch 
with representative farm leaders, and 
see If they cannot assist In solving the 
problem. In so doing they will nnt 
only aid the fanners of the nation, but 
they will vitally contribute to their 
own well-being and to that of their 
community. 

The fanners are willing to do all 
that they humanly can, but where I heir 
lubor supply cannot be furnished from 



the ordinary sources, It must be re- 
cruited from those whose very sus- 
tenance depends upon the farmers. I 
The soldier and the farmer are eager 
to do their full share; the soldier is 
taking the chances of losing his life 
and the farmer Is risking the labors 
of a year on the chance of the seasons ; ' 
both Incur risks. Very many civilians 
are equally eager to do their share, 
but may not appreciate the opportunity 
to serve In the field of agriculture. | 

The departments of agriculture and 
labor will render every possible aid. 
but each community knows Its own 
problems, and urban people, especially 
business men, could co-operate effec- 
tively with the farmers and also ren- 
der much assistance.

Letter No. 2.. 

Had a lot of German aeroplanes over 
us last night. You instinctively wako 
up when you hear their motors. T 1 ' 
German motor sounds unevenly, or 
rather louder and then softly, as a mo- 
tor : boat engine will when atmosphere 
i««^uneven. Also they sound deeper in 
A^he r toned/ " a ° 1 steady ^ P sTngiup^ 
sound. 

Anyway I woke up about 1 A. M. 
with the noise in my ears and so 
looked out and saw ten or more search- 
lights all searching for the planes, which 
sounded very near. Then the star- 
rockets started up one after another. 
Then the shrapnel was sent up. This 
continued for about five minutes or 
more, and gradually both planes and 
lights grew less and stopped. There 
was quite a loud boom and bang twice, 
so I imnginc the planes dropped a 
couple of bombs over near the big hos- 
pital over which they seemed to be, 
about three miles away. This same 
•thing happens quite regularly on very 
Clear, moonlight nights. 

We arc going out under lire again 
tonight, though nothing is very active, 
I think. It's the only place we ever go 
that's at all near things and so wc wel- 
come it whenever it comes at inter- 
vals of a week or so. We never get 
near anything worth while except at 
t)iis place, or when wo go to one other, 
Where wc climb a hill and look off over 
the battle front for miles west and 
east at the point where the French and 
Gerninng nre in such a deadlock and all 
iiunble to do anything but take and 
lose nnd- take again, and lose lots of 
men at the same time. 

There is a lino of French batteries 
on the hill, and a few of us go beyond 
them but the other day Danuy Pierce 
and myself happened to be there at 
noon when nothing was doing very 
much, only nn occasional arrjvc (Gcr- 
ninn shell) coming in, and the French 
shooting slowly; so we talked way out 
on the ridge while the French batteries 
shot over our heads and sat down 
nudr an apple tree in the shade and 
watched the French shells break about 
live miles away in tho German lines. 
'You know yon can hear a slwdl go 
through tho air nftcr it leaves a gun, 
and follow it almost to the time it 
breaks in the distance. When it breaks 
there Is a big spout of earth and 
smoke, and sometimes flnmc. It is 
really quite licautiful to see a whole 
lot of shells land one after another on 
the German lines.. 

Denny and I sat for nn hour and 
Watched, and then It wnstimoto go back. 

Yon can tell when an arrive Is com- 
ing in by the peculiar whistle it makes 
as it comes, and It gets really fascinat- 
ing and not scary a bit.

Tlie institute held on Thursday even- 
iup. March 28, at 8 o'clock, in Agri- 
cultural Hall, under the joint manage- 
ment of the Hingham Agricultural and 
Horticultural Society and Hingham 
Food Conservation Committee, was of 
groat value. 

Mr. Wm. X. Craig, superintendent of 
the Faulkner Farm of Brookline, spoke 
on "Practical Vegetable Gardening."

As a means of setting right a mis- 
understanding among dairy farmers 
and distributers of milk in certain 
parts of the country, who are appre- 
hensive that a story to this effect 
that ie In circulation will injure their 
business, the United gtates Food Ad- 
ministration announces that it has 
never advised the public to decrease 
whole milk consumption or attempt to 
substitute "other foods for milk. The 
1918 Home Card, issued reoently 
says: "Use Milk Wisely. Use all the 
milk. Waste no part of it. The chil- 
dren must have whole milk. Use sour 
and skim milk in eooking and for cot- 
tage cheese. " In addition to advis- 
ing the judicious use of whole milk 
without waste, the Food Administra- 
tion urges the wider use of oheese, of 
which there is now a plentiful supply 
in this country, as a substitute tot 
meat.

8K1M MILK DELICACIES. 

The protein in skim milk is de- 
clared by creamery men to be the 
cheapest form of this food essential 
that oan be purchased to-day. There- 
fore ways of making it available to the 
public in palatable food are highly 
important Skim milk is too valuable 
in the present emergency to b.e fed 
to pigs and calves. It may sometimes 
be marketed as sltim milk when sweet 
to be used for cooking purposes. 
Skim milk and buttermilk can be made 
into fine grades of eottage cheese. 
Buttermilk can be sold for beverage 
purposes, and skim milk lends itself 
to the making of the sour milk health 
drinks which are finding an increas- 
ing market. Both buttermilk and 
skim milk can be converted into pow- 
der for cooking and manufacturing 
purposes, and finally there are the 
skim milk and part skim" milk hard 
cheeses, which hold definite possibili- 
ties for development 

Before the war, we imported con- 
siderable quantities of hard skim-mflk 
cheese. These importations have been 
cut off, and according to the New 
York Produce Review, Amerioan 
cheese makers have not been so suc- 
cessful In developing meritorious j 
skim-milk cheeses as in approximat- 
ing ot£er imported varieties. Most of 
our skim-milk cheese has been made 
up by the chedder process, to Imitate 
whole milk chedd r types of cheese, 
and while there has been consider- 
able consumption of these products 
n *ree-lunch counters, they laok 
■gptity, and have not furnished the 
« ,18 rJr an extension or aemanfl. 
Development of better skim-milk 
cheeses would go far toward solving 
th'e skim milk problem.

MAKINQ CONSEVATION DIftHE*
